Easy To Grow And Add Spice

Extension Horticulturist 
At least a few herbs need 
to be 
included 
in 
every 
garden. They are easy to 
grow if you provide sun and 
good drainage 
and 
fresh 
herbs add an extra touch to 
so many recipes. 
First, the good drainage. 
Most herbs will do better in a 
raised bed six to 12 inches 
high Fill the bed with a loose 
soil mix such as one part 
soil, one part sand and one 
part compost or peat moss. 
lf peat moss is used be sure 
to 
add 
five 
pounds 
of 
dolomitic 
limestone 
per 
cubic yard 
Herbs, in general, like a 
slightly alkaline soil 
The 
mints are about the only 
herbs that can tolerate a wet 
soil. 
Most herbs require full 
sun. Those that tolerate 
partial shade are: chervil, 
chives, coriander (cilantro), 
dill, 
fennel, 
lemon balm, 
lovage, mint, parsley, basil, 
marjoram and tarragon, of 
these, chervil and mint 
really do better in partial 
shade 
Many 
herbs grow 
well 
year 'rouiul in many Texas, 
gardens but a few are best 
planted in the fall 
These 
include: 
chervil 
chives 
(onion and garlic types), 
coriander, 
dill, 
fennel, 
garlic, lovage and parsley. 
The 
following 
herbs, 
though, need to be started in 
early spring 
Basil is one ol the easiest 
of all herbs to grow. There 
are 
several 
varieties 
in­ 
cluding an All-American 
selection that is dwarf with 
purple leaves called Dark 
Opal 
Standard varieties 
grow 18 to 30 inches tall. 


Basil is especially good with 
tomato dishes 
Borage is a coarse looking 
plant 
with beautiful

flowers and fuzzy leaves. It

Borage 
blossoms are used tor flavor

Lemon balm has a strong

tall Lemon balm makes a 
good tea on its own or it can 
be added to other teas for 
additional flavor. 
M arjoram and oregano 
are very similar. The latter 
is supposedly the coarser, 
stronger o! the two herbs It 
is sometimes called Wild 
Marjoram and it s probably 
best known as the pizza herb 
Plants grow 12 to 18 inches 
tall 
Mints are easy to grow 
because of their tolerance to 
poor drainage and partial 
shade. They are great to add 
to cool drinks Spearmint is 
especially adapted but we 
can also grow peppermint,
